In 
Ae gre*‘ struggle of 1850, when the Fugitive Slave law 
had been enacted by corrupt politicians at Washington, Dr. 
ggiiag stood forth prominently among those who, in the 
ZH of Christ, sought to reconcile the reluctant conscience 
of the North to that infamous statute. We present 

a disconrae preached by him at that time and subse- 
^tly printed ill the second volume (p. SOD) of liis work, 
mtitlcd. "First Things: a Series of Lectures on the Great 
Poets and Moral Ixasons First Revealed to Mankind.” The 
title of the discourse is, " The First Bebellion in the Hebrew 
Commonwealth,” Imt the substance of it was originally 
Mcbcd as a Ttianksgiviiig discourse, in 1860, and reported 
Journal of Commerce under tlic title, “ The Snpre- 
Bocy of tlie Laws.' — En. Stasdabd. 3 
We have reached a crisis of deep interest in the 
history of these States. The time has come which the 
friends of law and order have often predicted, in 
which all other distinctions ought to be lost sight of, 
tad the people of this land arrange themselves ar 
the friends or the enemies of good government, it 
accordance with their honest purpoto to support oi 
not to support the llonstitution. This is now thi 
great test of every man's political principles. 

Those who lulminister the government have been 
called to their places of trust by the voice of the 
people. W'hatever department they occupy, they are 
tb^ in whom the majority of the nation are united, 
and to whom the nation has pledged its support 
They have been called to this responsibility under 
circumstanoea which have put to the test both their 
moral and political integrity. And it has been a 
cheering'spect^le, to see men venerable for age, 
talent, und character ; men separated by rivers and 
mountains; men long distiugltished by strong dif¬ 
ferences of political opinion, and accustomed to thii 
arena of political rliivalry ; simultaneoualy and 
promptly tlirowing down their gloves before the com¬ 
mon enemv.and putting their lances at rest in deicnee 
of the Commonwealth. Never, since the eventful day 
on which our independence of the mother country 
was declared, has it been more obvbus than during 
the struggle of the year 1850, that sound wisdom and 
discretion, and sweet and heavenly charity—that 
guardian angel of our L nion—tvas hovering, though 
sometimes with fluttering wings, over qur honored 
(^pitol. Those there were who would fain have sun¬ 
dered the bonds which hold together these confede¬ 
rated titatea, even at the sacrifice of that charter ol 
our hopes wliicU. they had sworn to maintain ; and 
those there were, the representatives of the nation, 
who remembered the struggle and the compact of our 
fathers, and who, filled with apprehension for the 
still more bitter struggles of their children, proved 
themselves true to their oaths, true to the Constitu¬ 
tion, and true to the country. And Uod prospered 
the right. 

It often happens that, in the administration of 
haman governments, a choice of evils is all that 
left to human wisdom. Of the statute of the la 
Congress iu regard to fugitive slaves, perhaps it does 
not become me to speak. It is the proper business of 
those learned in the law,” to interpret its provisions I 
and decide on the question of its constitutionality. 
While 1 am free to confess that it is a law capable of 
great abuse in the bauds of a partial aud corrupt 
Court, with the light I have, I do not perceive t^t it 
transceuds the constitutional powers ol the NatiomU 
Legislature, nor am I now prepared to impugn its 
Tectitude or its wisdom, or to unite with those who 
defame its authors. Of this one thing I am convinced, 
ftiat in the circumstances in which the providence of 
^tod plared them, with the Constitution, on the one 
^•and, sanctioning and protecting the rights ot the 
*laveholding States, .and the reasonable demand of 
8tat(^ that these rights should be protected; 
■nd, on the other hand, the preservation of our Union 
^ a Federal Government, and the accession of new 
^tes, free from the evUs of domestic slavery—they 
did as their fathers had done, the best that was left 
to human wisdom to accomplish; the best they could 
for the master and the slave, for the North and the 
&uth, for the country and for the world. 

The morality of this law is supposed to depend 
^n the question, whether slavery is itself a 
The subject does not thus present itself to my 
®“od- Let it be assumed, for the sake of the argu- 
toent, that, in every form and d^ree, slaveiw is a sin 
“e«nst God. Human laws allow of sin; they must 
it, or adopt a.system of perfect legislation, aud 
fine that requires all that is right and forbids all that 
** wrong. But this is not the object nor the proper 
Cosiness of human laws; this is the high prert^ative 
bf the divine law, and the divine law alone; and the 
toost that human laws can do, after having adopted 
f^tose rules of conduct which a sound policy si 
® to turn the transgressors of the divine law _ 

*l>eir responsibility to the Supreme Lawgiver. Why 
sin of slavery should embarrass human legislation 
toore than other sins, remains to be shown. What it’ 
T^'ere are States in this Union which are allowed by 
Liw to open the theatre on the lord's day, or which 
''galize gambling, or incest, or polygamy; has ’ 
geaeral government any official or authoritative 
in the matter ? Such laws are sm; but it i 
“ot belono- to the general government to apply the 
*0toedy: it is an aSair of their own ; it Ues between 
*L:ni and the Great Lawgiver, nor will he hold them 
gfiiltless. 

But ought we not, in all fairness, to look 
other part of the alternative? Is it so clear 
“at slavery is a sin? ITiat it is a great _ 

*0*?, few deny; that the relation between the master 
“od the sLu'e may be, and often is, so abused as to 
stamp the master’s conduct with sin and infamy, will 
be called in question. But this does not prove j

®oti and unkindness, is siuful. There was no sm in 
^^raham’s being a slaveholder; for if there had 
God -would not have directed him to put the 
of his covenant upon his slaves, and train them 
“P in his fear.

■It is not a little surprising to see how the men “ of 
bfie idea ” will allow themselves to be carried away 
“y their idol thought.

"*6y nowhere condemn slavery as sinful. That they

“othing that decides it besides Paul s Epistle to Phile- 
“ton. Onesimus was a fuiritive slave, who ran away 
^oin Colosae to Rome, at tLat time the capital of the 


retained him, had he not been mindful that he n 
bound to “render every man his due." Onesimus 
still a slave, though he had become a Christian 
. He was bound by that great law of Christi¬ 
anity, “ Servants be snbjaet to your masters widi all 
fear; not only to the good and gentle, but also to the 
firoward; ” with “ good will doing service, knowing 
that whatsoever good thing a man doeth, the same 
shall receive of the Lord, whether bond or free.” 
This apcetle was very far from teaching the doctrine 
that Christianity was inconsistent vrith slavery, and 
that, from the hour in which a man becomes a '(ihris- 
tian, his mission is to revolutionize the established 
principles of social order, and break down the dis¬ 
tinctions between the master and the slave. He 
therefore required Onesimus to return to his master, 
and, by repairing the e'vils of his former n^li«nce. 
idnct himself as a faithful servant. AmLOnesi- 
lid so. He put into practice the precept, “ Let 
every man abide in the same calling in which be was 
call^ Art thou called being a servant ? Care not 
for it; for he that is called in the Lord, being a slate, 

■ the Lovd'afreeman.-' 

Paul had a tender r^ard for this fugitive: he 
loved him as one of the favored few whom he had^ 
begotten in his bonds. He calls him lii* son: arid ofi' 
his part, Onesimus appears to be no 1«» attached to ] 
Paul as his spiritual father. Paul, no doubt, would 
like to have retained him near his own person, that | 
he might have administered to his wants dnring his 
tedious captivity, and stood by him at the end of his 
conise. Indeed, he says as mnch, when he writes, 
“Whom I would have retained with me, that be 
might have ministered unto me in the bonds of the 
gospel.” But te saw that this would have been 
wrong. His circumstances were peculiar, and he 
determined to set an example to the Choreb at Colosse, 
and to the Church to the end of the world. What 
was the dntjr of a Chrisdan man nnder snch circum¬ 
stances ? 1% hat if he had retained him ? What con¬ 
clusions would have been drawn from this fact at the 
present day? And what conclusions ought we 
draw from it, now we know that he did not reti 
him ? Let not this lesson be lost upon ns. Let this 
Epistle to ITi'ilemon be read, and let those who read 
it tell us why it forms a part of the Sacred Volume. 

It inculcates no Christian doctrine; it has no object 
but to enforce the lesson that Christianity is nicely 
delicate in refraining from all interference in 
rights of others. It seems to ns, that one reason 
God converted Onesimus was, that he might be thus 
sent back to his master a reformed man, and thus 
hand down the truth that (ffiristianity, however much 
it m^ meliorate the condition of the slave, does not 
interfere with, but distinctly recognizes the rights of 
the master. It is perfectly obvious that Onesimus 
■■■as the slave of Philemon. 

Modern Abolitionists would have branded Paul as 

“ slave-catcher.” But there his charactor stands in 

I high and unsullied inte^ity and loveliness; not as 
the advocate and friend of Roman slavery, but as the 
friend of law and good governmenL He was far from 
attempting to revolutionize the established principles 
of social order. If there were evils in the Roman 
empire, the way in which he desired to remedy them 
—as by preaching the gospel; by diiTusing its spirit ol 
..ve and gentleness, and leaving it to work the cure ol 
evils, by the gradual melioration of them, which he 
knew it could not suddenly remove. And, therefore, 
he says not a word on the subject of slavery; utters 
not a hint of rebuke to Philemon for being a slave¬ 
holder : not one intimation about giving Unesimus his 
freedom ; but simply a request that he would receive 
and treat him as a Christian man ought to treat a 
Christian slave. Would that Paul's mantle had fallen 
on all the ministers of the gospel, and that the exam- 
pie of this great apostle might speak in these ends of 
the earth! Slavery, what is it? What has it been? I

judicious writers on the other side of foe water instruct 
us that the working classes of Great Britain " have as 
great an amount of toil, and as few bodily comforts to 
remunerate them, as foe slaves of Ancient Egypt or 
Rome." Oruelty is always sinful; slavery not alwaya 
1 do not see how’ any Christian can affirm that slavey, 
under Christian influences, is sinful. I have no desire 
to be a slaveholder; but if 1 were such a slaveholder 
as Job, .Abraham aud Philemon, my conscience would 
not condemn me. If all masters were like these, where 
would be foe sin of slavery T _ 

There is great want of consideration on this subject 
I foe minds of some, who are otherwise wise and 
sober men. If slavery were a sin per se, we should 
never find, in the Now TesUiiucut, soijiany counsels to 
masters and slaves in regard to their mutual^ obliga¬ 
tions. A Northern Abolitionist could not go into foe 
Southern States and address a promisonous assembly 
of masters and slaves in such language as the follow¬ 
ing : “ Let as many slaves as are under foe yoke, count 
their own masters worthy of all honor, that tbe name 
of God and his doctrine be not blasphemed. And foey 
that have believing masters, let them not despise them, 
because foey are brethren; but rather do them service, 
because they are faithful.” Yet foe direction of foe 
Bible is, to all the ministers of foe gospel in such di^ 
cumstances, " These things teach and exhort.' And 
what if some Abolitionist preacher had protested 
against this Christian doctrine; and what it he had 
declared that slavery is a sin. aud that he never could 
"teach and exhort such things”? Let us listen to 
what foe next sentence addresses to such a man. “ If | 
any man teach otherwise.axA consent not Xowhaietome

In foe memorable struggle for our national mde- 
pendenee, it is well known that we were noL at first, 
a united people. There was slaverjr m foe North, as 
weU as m foe Sooth; but it was the policy of foe 
North to eradicate their entire sj^stem of domesuc 
servitude. In that event, foe slaveholding States of 
the South would be exposed to unfriendly influences' 
from the free Stotes ; and before foe South would con- 
ent to unite heart and hand in organizing and estsr 
.i;»i,;nor foe government we now enjoy, foey demanded 
of foeN'orth some honest pledge that their rights, as 
slaveholding States, should be protected by foe pro¬ 
posed Constitution. The ^eai

Never I No, never till our fathers’ God abandons to 
National suicide? Every feeling of humanity echoes 
foe response; the echo is reverberated by our solemn 
oaths ; nor dare we Mpeal to a higher law, with this 
oath upon our lips. Conscienee affords no refuge from 
this dilemma. 

Besides, has Ac nation no conscience T and is not 
the law of the land an expression of foe conscience of 
ation t I would not resist foe Fugitive Slave law, 
if it scandalized my conscience. M uch less should 
I be excused in stimulating others to resistance, unless 
my single conscience is more enlightened than the con¬ 
science of foe wisest and foe best. I may feel that I 
am right, yet other men have a conscience as well as 
myself. In matters of high national interest and 
safety, my own conscience may not be clamorous in 
the presence of foe higher conscience of foe law and 
foe Nation. For mj-sclf, I would quit the land I love 
so well, as my fathers did theirs, rather than dwell 
where I could not conscientiously obey its laws, or be 
the instigation of rebellion. And when this unbend¬ 
ing conscience of mine has sought a refuge in other 
lands, and finds that, going where it will, there are 
evils in civil government wWh it must wink at; it 
may, perhaps, seek out a land where there is no law, 
and where every man's conscience is a law to himsMf. 
And if 1 shrink from this, then let me remain an qll»- 
dient subject in a land where, by foe testimony qfffly' 
own conscience, foe laws are wiser and more equitable 
than in any other countiy on the globe. AVhat sane 
man would wish to live under a government, in which 
the dictates of each man's conscience formed each 
man's law T There may be instances in which the 
conscience of the one or the few might be safely 
trusted; but if we look for this one or these few, shall 
we find them among those who, upon foe rights ot 
private judgment and conscience, build the right of 
revolt and resistance to authority t 
Conscience has its claims on foe subject of slavery. 
It instructs us that we should bo kind to foe slave. 
We owe a debt of justice to injured ■Aftiua aud her 
sons. We ought to meliorate their condition by eveiy 
expedient of (.Christian love and wisdom. And this 
every Christian ulaveholder doe* ; nor are we always 
sensible to what an extent the slaves are thus cared 
for. My own conscience is pressed with the question, 
what can be ultimately done with foe slave* of tbe 
tioufo ? But for myself, I have no such conscience as 
would permit me to give them their freedom. I have 
hesitation in saying that it would be a sin at once 
„ set them at liberty ; they would be friendless, and 
homeless, and wander as vagaboiuis in the earth. 
There is not so miserable a population m foe land as 
foe fugitive slave*—supported by charity and exposed 
to crime, (kmld 1 liberate aU tbe slave* m there 
States by a prayer, I could not ofler that prayer 
love to the slave.

These are not groundless fears. There is 
deep current setting foe wrong way, and men are not 
wanting who know well how to avail themselves ol 
it, both for ecclesiastical and political ends.

EMANCIPATION IN THE WEST INDIES. 
IMPORTANT TESTMONTT. 

From Tb* Banid. 

Eds^akd Beaee Usokruill, Esq., of London, Foreign 
Secretary of the English General (Baptist) Alissionaiy 
Society, being in this city, on his way home from Uie 
West Indies, by invitation lately addressed a meeting 
of the clergy of New York and vicinity, and other 
[Hn-aous, at tho rooma of the Baptist Bifils Union, in 
Bfooiue atreet. He has been four or live years 
engaged officially in visiting foe missions of his 
donomination in India, Ceylon, Burmah and foe West 
Indies, and the object of the meeting was to hear from 
him some account of foe state of those 
Some forty or fifty clergymen were present (among 
them Rev. F. O. Neillson, who was lately banished 
from Sweden), and about an eijual number of ladies. 

Mr. Usderuuj., in the first part of his remarks, 
treated of foe missions in Asia and foe East Indies, 
foe character of foe natives, the mode of conducting 
missionary operations, and their success; foe progress 
of translating tbe Scriptures, iic. He next spolte of 
his late visit to the West India missionaries. Ho had 
visited Trinidad, Hayte^nd other West India islands, 
aud bad spent five months in foe i s lan i ) of Jamaica, 
and was prepared to.<^J, utterly, the statemeuU 
that either emancipatiw pr misaiouan- hail 

proved a failure in that island. Hu had Ic . 

Lid the other West India islands with a glad heart 
and thankful to God. All tbe islands under British 
government, except Trinidad, were Christian islands—

churcb-membet* iu proportion to the popu¬ 
lation, and a greater attendance upon public worship, 
he thought, than in any other part of the world. In 
some islands not a single fiumly was accustomed to 
being absent from pubfic worship, and the same was 
true to a great extent of foe island of Jamaica, llicre 
could not be less than 18U,(H1U people in Jamaica 
under direct religious instructiou. At foe eastern end 
of foe i«l»ml there were lew missionaries and a seat- 
teied population, and, therefore, less general religious 
instruction; but iu tit. Anne’s bay there was not two 
per cent, of foe inhabitants but were in tlie habit of 
Ltending worship. There had been, it was true, 
emancipatiou, a considerable falling away frvim 
foe Churches; but that was attributable to natural 
causes. The excitement attending emancipation itseU' 
had died down, and there had b^ time lor tbe puri¬ 
fication of foe Chuivhes and foe exercise of due disci¬ 
pline. Before emancipation the people were a great 
deal in foe hands of foe church-leaders, who were 
mostly uneducated, illiterate men. The mi ss ion aries

Therefore, neither emancipa¬ 
tion nor the want of protection would account for 
commercial decay in Jamaica, which was unqaestion- 
able. The Jamaica planters complained that t^ 
could not get laborers, and said the people were idle 
and careless. He was sorry, but he could not con¬ 
firm that Story for tbe planters. The feult did not lie 
with foe people. There was not, taking one thing! 
with anot^r, a more industrious peasantry on earth 
than tbe pesteantry of Jamaica. Tbe value of the 
iroducc cultivated by foe negroes of Jamaica reached 
fitet, foey pro- 

_whatever wssprodrasri. and that did not prove 

idleneas. He had crossed tte country three times, bad 
traveUed a thousand miles in it, had gone into their 
cottages in the interior, bad talked with them in all 
sorts of places, bad seen great numbers of nice, 
fortabie bouses, abundance of clofoii^, a people 
dressed, bouses fiUed with good furniture, and all tbe 
evidence of an approach to higher civilization. He 
bad seen men wbo were penniless at tbe time of 
emancipation now possessed of large property. He 
knew of one man buying six hundred acres of land, 
and of another renting two thousand acres. One 
white planter told him had seven properties, and a 
black man managed each of them, aM said he would 
rather hare a black man, for honesty and integrity, 
than foe usual order of white men employed in theM 
avocations. There were idle, wicked people, mid 
badness in foe towns, bnt not so much as m New 
York or London ; and in the mountains foej- would 
find as orderly, well-conducted and decent a peasantry 
as anywhere in the world. The popnlation engaged 
in aumv cultivation was not foe best, and be thought 
that Dusiness was not favorable, morally and spirit-1 
oally, to the people. For focir interest he doubted 
wbet^r that culture should be encouraged. Before 
emancipation a majority of their church-Icaders were 
managers and drivers on foe estates; now that class 
did not constitute a tenth part of their number. 
People of the best class would not engage in sugar 
cultivation, when tliey could make much more upon 
their own oxtenaive holdings, for there were in the 
island fifty or sixty tliousand black freeholders. 
Almost the only class who were accumulating money 
were foe negroes. The planters could not get labor 
for the reason that foe people could make more at 
home, ami a large labor emigrrttion into Jamaica 
would be necessary even to extend sugar cultivation. 
Emancipation, then, whether regarded from a relipous 
or a social point of view, had not b*™^ * failure.

By foem a guarantro has be en g iven to ns 
ftgAinst the rioUitioti of our rights and fortune*, which 
demanded bv reason equally as they have been 
ired to foe noEility forougb the letters patent con- 
ling the institution nnd legal priyilegra of onr 
....to. Such is and always will be foe inherent fore* 
of a Czar’s promise in Russia. Upon ^ strength of 
fois promise Ac 8t Petersburg nobility eonfids fo* 
protection of their holiest possessions to the safe keep¬ 
ing of your hands, oh great Emperor. While, l»w- 
r, performing fois act of loyal devotion, tho nobility 
_aware of focir bounden duly to direct the atten¬ 
tion of focir powerful protector to fooae shortcoming* 
in the existing organizations of tbc_ State which might 
possibly Interfere with foe realizatiim of your Majes¬ 
ty’s benevolent designs. Tho nobility venture, then, 
to place before your Majesty one circumstance which 
lias lately attained particular importance as respeett 
foe preservation of their class. In accordance with 
existing statutes, foe greater portion of provmcial 
offices IS in the gift of foe respective nobility assem¬ 
blies. A committee, however, ha* recently insto- 

tuted by the klinister of foo Interior to lay down a 

C ’ 1 for foe reorganization of these arrangements. 

Sl Petersburg nobility, although they mar be 
conscious of tho necessity oi certain alterations of the 
above-mentioned statutes, yeL in foo most solemn man¬ 
ner, and before the face of foeir Emperor and country, 
hereby declare foat they have been always proud of 
foe right vested in foem of filling up vacancies in foe 
service of foo Bute ; and this not on account of foe 
exclusive character of their privtTeges, but bccoM 
they cherish them as a guarantee for foe general wel¬ 
fare of all classes. The .St. Petersburg nobility sdhere 
to fois conviction, which they bavo gtuned from the 
most intimate knowledge of Russian society, and thero 
fore venture to declare to your Majesty foat foey look 
upon foe continuance of foeir right of self-government 
as a necessary requisite for the prosperity of foe State. 

The English reader must be told that foe right 
alluded to has been long reduced to a mere formality. 
The 8 l Petersburg nobility, then, in praying for the 
continuance of foeir privileges, are, in reality, asking 
bis Majesty to grant foo execution in future of an 
already existing law. As will be seen from foe tenor 
of either address, foe nobility mean to barter foeir 
vested rights io serf property for tbe concession of foe 
boon of sclfgovernmcnL It is merely for foe sake of 
keeping up appearances and making a fair show foat 
foev include tho ofoer classes in foe object* of foeir 
petition. In a country Uke Russia, foe grant of an 
equal share of self-government to artisans, pcaMts, 
merchants, and boyards, is simply an impossibility.

—Dr. Spring has now just completed a ministry ol 
•fly yeoiH in this city. No otlier minisU-r here has so

other way resist the power of His words, di 
Jesus as a madman and a blasphemer, and excited 
against him the prejudices and the hatred of the com¬ 
munity, so, in our day, a time-serving Pulpit, when its 
pilty compUcity with slavery is exposed by Abolition- 
wts, denounces them as “ infidels," and seeks to over¬ 
whelm them with public reproach and hati-cd. These 
slanders have deceived tliousands in this and foreign 
lands, but their power is now greatly diminished. The 
Anti-Slavery Movement was the fruit of a pure Chris¬ 
tianity, and it lias been conducted from the begiiming 
in a Christian spirit. In proof of this we fearlessly 
appeal to the files of its newspapers, and the pages of 
its books, reports and tracts. Its arguments have been 
Christian arguments, its appeals Christian appeals ; and 
the Church, in resisting them, has rejected the first 
principles of Christianity itself and flouted the morality 
of the New Testament as fanaticism and folly. Thou¬ 
sands hitherto blinded are now coming to the light, and 
the men whose fideliQr to tliis cause, “ in the midst of a 
croaked and perverse generation,'' has exposed them to 
popular execration, will ere long be acknowledged as 
the men called of God and commissioned to proclaim 
the gospel of freedom and salvation to this guilty land. 


IFe have looked in vain, hitherto, for a report of the 
celebration of the Fourth of July at North Elba. If 
such a report has appeared in any paper, it has not 
fallen under our observation. We are able now, how¬ 
ever. from statements made to ns by Mr. Thaddeus 
Hyatt and CoL W. F. M. Amy, to satisfy, in some decree 
the interest and the enriosify of onr readers. 

An audience of from one thousand to twelve hundred 
people, mostly from the immediate neighborhood, assem¬ 
bled on the occasion. Rev. Henbt WabnbIL of Kees- 
ville. was appointed to preside, and R. J. Hixiroi, late of 
Kansas, actad as Secretary. Rev. Luthee Lee, of Ohio, 
formerly editor of The Wesl^n. at Syracuse, delivered 
an elaborate and impressive address, in which he justi¬ 
fied the course snd eulogized the character of the noble 
martyr of Freedom whoso grave hallows the spot where 
he spoke. There was singing appropriate to the occa¬ 
sion. and brief addresses were delivered by Thaddecs 
Htatt. Jons Brown. Jr., of Ohio. Owen Bbown. W. F. 
M.Ab.\t and others. Some six or seven hundred people 
partook of a dinner served on tables in the open air. 

The following preamble and resolutions were unani¬ 
mously and heartily adopted by the Uige assembly : 

Whereas, this being the Eighty-fifth anniversary of 
tlie Declaration ot American independence from the 
tyrannical control of the King and (^ivcramont of Great 
Britain ; and whereas, the principles ennneiated in that 
hmnurtal declaration assert the sacred right of each 
iiidiTidnal memter of tile human family to the pomes- 
sion of “ life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness '’; 
and whereas there are now held in the most degnoling 
bondage, in one-half of this boasted Und of freeiloro, 
four millions of people who arc deprived of all the 
essential requisites which constituto imlividual. civil 
and relipoiis liberty ; and whereas it would seem as if 
this nation, in tlie fulness of its intemperate pride, 
glories in the shame which renders the land infamous, 
branding with the name of “ vkuin " those who, believ¬ 
ing m the Golden Rule and the Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence, dared to put into deeds the tooni# of Jesus, and 
in their lives practise what U-xington and Bunker Hill 
taught the race, finding no place for the noblest of men 
but the prison and the scaflold ; tiiereforc 

Resolved, That we, hen- assembled, standing around 
the mounil which covers all tliat was mortal of our late 
friend, neighbor anil fellow-citizen, JOHN BROW.N, of 
immortal memory, with the glorious events of his long 
life of self-sacrittcc and martyr heroism fresh in our 
minds, and remembering, as lie did, •those in bonds os 
bound with them," do reaffirm our nnaltcrable faith in 
the principles of Universal Fretslom, and reiterate our 
determination, hy all and every constitutional means, to 
aid the slave to become free, leaving to cacti indivulnal 
conscience the sole right of determining in what manner 
and at what time tliese principles sliall be tnuuUatcd into 
acts. 

Resolved, That we, the men and women of Essex 
County here assembled, extend a hearty welcome and 
cordial greeting to our noble fellow-citizen, TiumiEus 
Hyatt, who was recently incarcerated in a loathsome 
prison at Washington, because he would not permit 
tyranny to be consummated in his person by submission 
to an unconstitutional nanrpation by the United States 
Senate—which deserves and will receive, in the persons 
of the recreant Senators wlio allowed the iniquity to be 
consummated, the strongest condemnation from the 
IMiople of the fisje States; and for tlie noble spirit with 
which our friend met the issue wo return liim our 
heartfelt thanks, and assure him of the gratitude both 
of tlie present and the future. 

Resolved, That we extend a warm and cordial greet- 
'ing to thosoor “ tiiG IhiHiortiil twenty-one '' whoTbllowod 
John Buow.v to Virginia, and who, having survived that 
scene—the Bunker Hill of the African slave - are with 
us to-day. It is fitting that in tills presenue, ami cm this 
anniversary, our welcome should be earnest and our 
tlianlu hearty and warm to tlioso who, by a spirit of 
heroic sacrifice, liave renewed uur faith in humanity 
and uur trust in tlie eternal justice of God.

While it is a 
UCerary paper of the first order, there is notiiing m it 
that is nut serious and praeticaL A severe taste pre¬ 
sides over its misocUaneoas department, and whatever 
ppetry, story, sketch or item one finds within itsculiuuns 
may be read with the assurance tuat it is sumetiiing 
rare and good. The Kurupew correspondence gives a 
perfect hutory of the prominent poUtieal, moral and 
social movements of the Uhl World, while able writers 
from Boston, Fhiladelphia, Wasliington and Cincinnati 
report every week the important events transpiring in 
those centres.

In that speech he avows as his own the exact construc¬ 
tion of the Constitution which the American Anti-Slavery 
Saciety has held from its formation in 1833 to the 
m-eseut time-the construction of Washington, Jefferson, 
Madison Jay and MarshaU, and of leading men of aU 
• as well as North, from 1788 down to a 

verrrM®“tP®riod-the construction which plimes the 
North under a poUtical obligation to return fugitive 
slaves, put down slave insurrections, &a ^ 

the Federal Government aU power to mtertere with the 
system in the States. Mr. Sumner Oistmctly ac^ow- 
ledges that the people of the North have “ no pohtieal 
responsibility ” and therefore " no political uty m 
regard to slavery in the slave States. “ Itament it,' he 


tuns with our prayers ; out our action, while inspired 
by these sentiments, must rest within the landmarks of 
the law and the Constitution." This is sufficiently 
explicit. 

Abbahah Lincxiia-'s Heart.—S enator Sumner, in W* 
memorable speech recently delivered in this city, affirms 
that “ the heart of Abraham Lincoln is large enough to 
embrace the broad Republic and edi its people." Itstrikes | 
us that his way of “ embracing " the fugitive slave, if 
we may judge from his own recorded words, is not quite 
consistent with the large-heartedness thns claimed for 
him. Mr. Sumner furthermore says : « Hecting these

tent with the character of a President professii^ to be 
“ openly and actively on the side of freedom " ?

I HAVE BO much to say this week that I reaUy hanlly j 
know how to be^o. The last fortnight has been cxem- i 
plary for jts neasabilily. and if the same amount of 
matter coidd only be spread over a larger tract of time. 

1 should not have to bewail the dogged determination of 
Nothing to keep happening, so often aa I now do. But, 
as Presidents of the United States, of coarse, have the 
precedence in their own dominions, so. I sappose, Pre¬ 
sidential candidates must have the first place, in the 
lack of one actnaUy elected. First, then, we have had 
Senator Dot^las on show hut week. He waa first put 
through his motions on the balcony of the Revere House, 
by a .Mr. Oliver Stevens- an eminent person I never 
henrd of before, but whom I tnke to be the non of the 
landlord of that famous tsvem. He wsa informeil that 
Daniel Webster liad addressed the public from that 
very balcony, and had reached it by means of the hlcn- 
tical street before him. Singular as these stetements 
must have struck him. and espccinUy tiie hut. he was 
too well bred to question tliem, bnt, on the contrary, 
seemed to be profoundly aflccted by the same. An 
impertinent Republican paper, indecil, the next morning 
informed him of several utherpersons who had addressed 
the people from the same spot, and also that scvsral 
other persons had made use of the street in front of the 
lioose. In fact, I have done it myself, having been, 
indeed, one of the very crowd that was exhorted by the 
great Defemlcr to Conquer our Prejudices—which I 
forthwith went away and did. But Mr. Sterens forgot 
to mention this, and thereby deprived Mr. Douglas of a 
new emotion. 

I cannot conscientiously say tliat I waa present at this 
last ovation, as 1 happi'iH'd to be providentially out of 
town. But I eqjuycd the vision of the Little Giant the 
next day, being Commencement, at Cambridge, when I 
at once picked him out, os more vulgar criminals are 
selected, out of tlio crowd that surrounded him. There 
waa an absurd rumor that lie was to have the degree of 
Doctor of Laws bestowed upon him; and I was assurwl 
that somo Republicans had done the UtClo they could to 
induce tlie authorities to do so. What possible motive 
they could have had it beyond my philosophy to com¬ 
prehend. It would have been an uisult to the great 
mass of tlw people of the Statu—Brcckcnridgu Demo¬ 
crats and Uell-Evcrett men os well lu Republicans—on 
the part of the degreo-decrecing Dons, to have bestowed 
one on a man who eiuuys only their detestation, for 
various reasons, it is true, but hearty and sincere. 
Indeed, 1 imagine, tlie disgust of tlie two first classes of 
jiuliticians Vfonld have been much greater tlun of tliy 
lost—certainly so, if this story were true. Should ho be 
electeil iVesident, and should he tiica attend a Com- 
luuneenicnt, a degree euuhl nut be witliheld. If even 
the Old Public Funetioiury who now disgraeos the l‘i«- 
sidency luul hap]iened to be tlieru this year, he would 
have ruceived thu hunura of the University, as a matter 
of course. But there was no more reason why Mr. 
Douglas should thou Mr. Pratt, the great American 
Traveller, or any other candidate in the field. He made 
a very neat little speech at the Hall dinner, on which 
occation, you will be grieved to hear, tiio Union was 
not saved so much as onco ! And this, though Mr. Eve¬ 
rett siKike, too! The next day, however, .Mr. Douglas 
was good enough to tell us, on Bunker Hill, what the 
object of the ReToluti)|^ary War was, to wit: that they 
might wallop every man Ills own nigger in oU peace and 
tranquillity. 

And, next to Mr. Douglas, Mr. Everett certainly cdtuea 
in order ef precedence —though be is nut a Presidential 
candidate—tile more shame to the Uld Gentlemen at 
Ualtiinure. We bare learnt strange tilings about him 
lately. W'e bad always thought he knew how to write. 
But, it seems, nutwitlistanding the evideoev of the 
Ledger papers to the contrary, that be can do outhing ol 
the kind; at leoat, Uiat be has lost the capaei^- fur 
writing letters, it is, perhaps, a pity that he did not 
gain this loss twenty years ago or mure, for he did 
know how to write letters then, but wrote them to auch 
purpose as to upset his party in this Btate and almost 
to lose bis nominatiun to England. Heaven may have 
first taught letters 

*•-for sumo wretch's aid. 

Some bauishol lover or some cspuie makl 
bnt the devil himself, it is very clear, must have had hia 
finger in the invention of the letters ot political candi¬ 
dates. So, possibly, it may be lucky that this disabilitjr 
has fallen uiam him. The tact has come to light through 
a letter Irom Mr. Leverett tjaltoimtall of this city, who 
seems to be the party charged with the delicate and 
important duty of ausweriog Mr. Everett s letters. Mr. 
Taylor, of Eutaw, Aiahauia, it seems, bad written to 
Mr. Everett, enclosing certain slips trout newspapers 
referring to certain slips of his tongue or pen, in days 
long gone by. and desiring to know what il all meanL 
Now, it is unluckily true that Mr. Everett's record is 
nut as cleanasa Union Cunstitutiunal Party couhldesire. 
He once wrote a letter on receiving from the American 
Anti.tilaTery Bociety a copy of Thome and KimbaU'a 
tour in the West Indies, a letter which might be called, 
for him , warmly anti-slavery in iU tone, and expressing 
the opinion that the West Indian Experiment had proved 
the possibility and policy of Imnualiate Emancipation. 
Another letter to the Hon. N. B. Borden waa of the same 
dark complexion; and he signed the Anti-tilavery Reso¬ 
lutions of the Legislature of Ma s sac h usetts, as Governor 
—which, 1 have heard say. were draughted by Mr. 
Garrison himself—which, at any rate, represented the 
extremest anti-slavery position of that day. It is no 
wonder that iheSoutherumemhers of the Constitutional 
Union party should be staggered by such revchttioos as 
to the character of the candidate they are asked to sup¬ 
port for the tieeond Officer. Though Old Gentiemen, 
they are not quite in their dotage. 

I will do Mr. Saltonstall the justice to say that he 
makes the best of a bad case. He could not deny the 
lads, but he gUdes over them with the ease of a prac¬ 
tised skater. Indeed, he does not state what the objec¬ 
tionable opinions were. He pleads boldly the Statute of 
Limitations. It is true Mr. Everett did do these naughty 
things; but then it waa more than twenty years ago. 
Since then, too, he had plunged into the Lethe of the 
Compromises of 185U, which waters of heU were sup¬ 
posed suflicient to wash away all taint of anti-slavery 
sin before committed. Then Mr. Clay had vehemently 
opposed the motion to reject Mr. Everett's nomination 
to England, founded on these crimes of his; and Mr. 
Choate tore his hair to such purpose in his behalf that 
even William C. Preston was almost persuaded to be a 
Clu-istian and to forgive him. To be sure, he didn't, 
but he was afterwards heard to say that he was more 
sorry for that one than any vote he had ever given. 
Having received the mercy of the slaveholders on that 
occasion, his conduct ever since has been such as to 
show that he deserved it No objection has ever been 
made to b"" since, at auy subsequent nomination, even 
with King and Calhoun in the Senate, so that he may be 
regarded no w as having taken out a clean bill of health. 
Aqri, if there were any question of it, the quarantine he

his being a safe and mereliantable article for Southern 
consuraption. ' 

51r. SaltonsteU's extenuation of the anti-slavery pec¬ 
cadilloes of Mr. Everett’s younger days is substantially 
the same which Lady Mary Wortley Montague says the 
married ladies of the days of George I., when the holy 
estate of matrimony had fiiUen into great contempt, 
used to urge in their excuse, that •• it was done a great 
while ago. and they were very young when they did 
it! Mr. Saltonstall. if it had been proper to treat a 
Southern inquisitor with levity, might have applied to 
him the story of Mr. Pillsbury's minister, who, when 
he was rebuking a parishioner for profane swearing, 
receive this reply: “ Why. parson, it la very time that 
I swear a good deal, and you pray a good deal ; bnt 
then, yon know, we don't either of us mean anything 
by iti" So he might have said. “ Mr. Taylor, it is very 
frne Mr. Everett has talked a good deal of Anti-Slavery 
in his time, as rou have talked a good deal of Diaanjon 
in yours; but, you know, neither of you meant anything 
by a.' Jf Mr. Taylor and the slaveholders are not satis¬ 
fied with this certificate of Mr. Everett's entire recovery 
from that infantile disease of which they stand in snch 
dread, they arc indeed most absurdly unreasonable. 
He never had it badly at all, and then only by inocula¬ 
tion, and not in the natural way. His symptoms were 
never anything like as bad as those of Caleb Cashing 
and Benjamin F. Hailett. We do not think there is any 
more danger of its breaking out afresh in his case than 
m that of these robnster patients, whose case is so 
DDqnestionably perfect He is perfectly safe, they may 
be assured; and. if it would be any satisfaction to them. 
I have no donbt you would be ready to go bail, in any 
moderate stun, that he will never do them the smallest 
harm. Viee-Presidentially or otherwise. •
